CIA Praised 
And Criticized

A special study group re- 
ported to President Eisenhower 
yesterday that the Central In- 
telligence Agency, which has 
top responsibility for espionage 
| and counter-espionage opera- 
tions, should improve some 
phases of its activities. 

The group headed by Lieut. 
Gen. James A. Doolittle said, 
however, that the intelligence 
arm is doing a “creditable job” 
(considering its relatively short. 
I life and rapid expansion. 

„ The Doolittle committee made 
a two-month survey of the CIA 
to appraise the effectiveness of 
its operations. 

The recommendations sub- 
mitted to Mr. Eisenhower yes- 
terday are top secret, but Doo- 
little issued a statement sketch- 
ing the group’s findings in broad 
detail. 

The statement said there are 
“important areas in which the 
CIA organization, administra- 
tion and operations can and 
should be improved.” It added: 
“The agency is aware of p these 
problems and in many ' cases 
steps are being taken toward 
their solution. 

“We are well aware of the 
tremendous problems facing the 
director and staff of an organi- 
zation such as CIA apd appreci- 
ate the sincere efforts being I 
made to solve them.” 

The four-man study group 
found that the agency “is exer- 
cising care to insure the loyalty 
of its personnel.” 

The President was told that
